Dear Mrs. Puffenbergers 


In reply to your letter concerning the Puffenbergers I am enclosing the 
data which I have researched on the first generation of the family to 
come to Pennsylvania. You will note that the original spelling was 


Pfaffenberger, but there have been many varitions in different times 
and in different areas of the country. 


I susgpect that your line comes from Georg, Jr. Except for the notes 
From Chalkey, I have done no research.on his Family myself. From other 
People who have worked on this family I have the Following information 
which I pass on to you but without any assurance from me that it is 
accurate. Perhaps you will tell me how much of it fits with the research 
you have done in West Virginia. 


Georg, Jr. was said to have gone to Pendleton, Virginia, or just inside 
the present Grant County which was then Augusta County soon after 1745. 
He was killed in an Indian raid in 1758 and the Following year his 


children Were bound out. His widow remarried soon after his death. He 
had four and maybe five children: 


1) George III born 29 May 1745, baptized by Rev. John Casper Stoever at 
Tulpehocken Lutheran Church} married about 1770 Elizabeth Franciscus 

Gally and lived in what is now Grant County, West Virginia. Died 1829 

Sugar Grove, Pendleton County, now West Virginia. Had 5 sons and 4 daughters. 


2) Peter born around 1747 in Virginia; died 1817 in Hardy County, VA. He 
also owned land in Randolph County, Virginia; a Rev. War soldier. 


3) Catherine born around 1849 in Virginia 
4) Mary born 1751-52 in Virginia. "os 


5) Some claim that there was a baby Michael born: soon 4 before the father's 
death but proof is lacking.
